660-mD* tour of this now- 
blitzed battle area indicates that Soviet Russian troops assigned to 
defend the territory against Germany’s drive to the east have had little, 
lf any. effective support from the air. 
As a guest of the German high rommand I travelled by automobile 
along highways littered with hundred* of battered tanks, smashed 
Russian cannon, scores of Russtau tractors and a confusion of ma­ 
teriel left behind by the Red army. 
During th* tour I talked with hundred* of soldiers, hat I en­ 
countered only rn few who had seen a Russian plane. What planet 
^ there were teem ed to have had tittle effect on the 
Germen drive eastward. Anti-aircraft gunners, who 
ride in columns or are stationed at atrateglc points 
in thla region, have had comparatively little to do. 
Thousands of Russian prisoners, many bare­ 
footed, marched hack along the roads we traveled. 
In one vast camp in conquered territory I saw about 
4.000 Russian prisoners. The Germans had put them

Germans Claim Strategic 
River Crossed In Thrust; 
Reds Say Invasion Halted 


Moscow Asserts 750,000 Nazis Killed 
Or Captured In ‘Watery Trap’; 
Minsk Situation Confusing

B E R LIN , July J— ’The Germ an"arm y came Into actual eorttaet 
with Russia’s Stalin line today, reaching the Dnepr river at Orsha, 
120 miles east of Minsk, authorized sources reported tonight.

A German invasion force, at last smashing into the Stalin 
line, has crossed the bloody Berezina river and reached the 
banks of the Dnepr in its two-week-old drive toward Moscow, 
the German high command reported today. 
This flat announcement was made in the face of Russian 
claims that the Berezina river sector had been turned into a 
watery death trap for thousands of Germans and meant, if true, 
that the Germans were about 300 miles from Moscow, having 
traversed more than 300 miles of Russian territory, counting the 
Polish buffer zone. 
Russian claims were highlighted by a declaration that the 
drive thus ffr had cost the Germans nearly 730,000 losses in 
dead, wounded and prisoners— a smashing of the elite divisions 
of the German army. 
The Hitler command used the reiterative phrase, “operations . . . 
proceeding according to plan ”, and said that "several thousand prts- 
oners 
had been taken in encounter* between German reserves and 
scattered Russian detachm ents south of the Pinak marshes. 
A credit went to Hungarian force* for their report that Kolomea 
and Stanislawok In a southern sector of the great battlefront had 
been captured. 
Finnish units at the side of Germans were said to have progressed 
“despite great difficulties of terrain and stubborn resistance.” 
The situation in the Minsk-Moecow sector was puzzling. The Ger­ 
mans reported the Dnepr river had been reached, meaning they had 
crossed the Berezina. 
The Russians said attem pts of the Germans to cross the Berezina 
and the Drut river* had been frustrated. 
Obviously, no attem pt could be made to cross the Drut. paralleling 
the Berezina about 40 m iles to the east, unless the Berezina had been 
croseed.

Letter Of 1862 Shows Pottery Tours Not New

L . the Bant Liverpool potteries has 
been one of the pleasurable angles 
to 
pottery 
manufacturing 
Some­ 
times the visitor* have provided 
amusement for the workers. Other 
times they have left a cloud of 
annoyance In their wake. Neverthe­ 
less visitors have been encouraged 
and welcomed. 
The first pottery tour occurred 
in 1840 when Jam**# Bennett began 
the operation of his pottery on a 
key of land west of the small vil­ 
lage and during the last IOO years 
thousands of visitors havs passed 
through 
the East 
Liverpool 
pot­ 
teries. 
Home have been merely curious 
—’what they saw m ade no impres­ 
sion. Others have been interested, 
and 
came 
away 
with 
Increased 
knowledge and appreciation of pot­ 
tery. 
In the century of pottery visit­ 
ing few of the visitors have taken 
the time to write their impressions 
and there la, so far as It Is possi­ 
ble to asccrtstn. only one record 
of a visitor writing the account of 
his visit to an Beet Liverpool pot­ 
tery. 
This rare letter was carried In 
the 
East 
Liverpool 
Mercury 
of 
1882. The epistle Is valuable today, 
not as a mark of an appreciation 
from an unknown tourist, hut as a 
historical record of pottery making 
SO years ago. It la couched In al­ 
most childish phraseology and is 
definitely the w riter’* conception. 
He visited the Union pottery on 
Second 
st. where the city play­ 
ground now la located, and was 
conducted 
through 
the 
plant 
by 


one of the executives. He must 
have asked innumerable questions 
aa his letter displays an elem en­ 
tary knowledge of pioneer pottery 
manufacturing. The account relates 
In part: 
‘ Lumps of clay are thrown Into 
vats and crushed under great Iron 
wheels that are turned by water 
power. 
When 
these 
great 
iron 
wheels have ground the clay and 
water until it Is pliable, like the 
dough out of which your mother 
makes bread, and can be rolled and 
moulded into any shape the work­ 
er pies sos he takes a lump about 
aa big as a pint cup (maybe, a 
little larger) dips It or sprinkles 
It with water, lays it upon a hori­ 
zontal wheel called a lathe, the 
site of a half-bushel basket head, 
that can be whirled rapidly, like a 
sewing machine by a treadle below 
the wheel. This he moves with his 
left foot. 
“There it lies. a lump of clay. 
He puts his foot on the treadle, 
the wheel begins to fly, be picks 
up a piece of wet sponge in his 
right hand, plunge* the fingers of 
his left hand Into the hall of clay 
and sets the sponge against It with 
his right. 


“Round 
and 
round 
goes 
the 
wheel so fast that your eyes hardly 
can see It move. The clay begins 
to rise up, up It comes, till It sur­ 
rounds his arm and Instead of a 
solid lump, It Is now a hollow Jar. 
“Now he#draws out his left hand, 
putting both hands around the cone 
J or Jar. At the top he presses It 
I until he forms the neck of the Jug 
I With a small Iron instrument, like 
a chisel, he smooths and rounds 
I It off, runs his wet sponges over it 
as It flies 'round and 'round on 
the wheel, till It shines like glass. 
“Then the Jug Is set away on a 
•helf In the dry house to harden 
After that it Is glazed—that is, it 
is washed on the outside and in 
by a mineral preparation that will 
melt when put In a hot furnace. 
T hat Is what makes the shiny sur- 
, face on jugs and Jars. 
“After the glazing is put on. the 
jugs are put into a furnace, a great 
many of them side by side and 
baked about three days They are 
taken out and are ready to sell. 
“ That is the way they make pot­ 
tery down in Bast Liverpool, pleas­ 
ant little town along the Ohio river 
in the extreme eastern corner of 
Ohio. (January. 1862.)”

alone. 
But it has been that childlike 
fantasy 
itself—th at 
misdirected 
faith— which has lead nation after 
nation to go about its peaceful
